Draws Largest Attendance zw History | sic 


The Eighteenth Annual Live Stock Feed- 
ers Day Exercises which took place at the 
College of Agriculture at Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka, on Friday, April 18th, from 9:15 a. m. 
to 3:30 p. m., were perhaps the most suc- 
cessful of any similar event under the man- 
agement of the Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment of this institution. Prof. Howard 
Gramlich as Chairman held the program 
strictly to schedule. The auditorium at 
the activities building was packed and 
crowds outside were busily engaged inspect- 
ing herds and feedlots. It was generally 
agreed that this was by far the largest 
crowd ever assembled on such an occasion 
at Lincoln which is indeed very complimen- 
tary to the school and its work. 

The session opened promptly at 9:15 
when Prof. O. O. Waggener presented on 
the stage a group of campus curiosities con- 
sisting of almost everything from the 
threshing flail of other days, a wooden plow 
from India presented by a student from that 
country, down to a tiny “half pint” white- 
faced calf, a midget of about one-half normal 
size. Professors Loeffel and Derrick talked 
about pigs and hogs so to speak, the one 
about giving them the proper kind of start 
and the other as to the best time to market 
them, that is as to weight. 

A. L. Ward, of Texas, discussed the Four 
“C’s” of Feeding—Cash, Corn, Cattle and 
Cottonseed. A combination vitally neces- 
sary to the successful operation of most of 
our farms in the middle west. R. R. Thal- 
man reviewed with the aid of charts the past 
year’s experience in the college feedlots, 
showing results obtained from various com- 
parative rations when feeding both steers 
and heifers separately.

Club Accomplishments 


ag University of Ky. 
The Garrard County Baby Beef Club has been one of the most 
ful baby beef clubs in Kentucky or the United States. This 
club has functioned since the work was started in Kentucky in 1923 
and is one of the largest clubs in the State this year. The work 
was first started when C. E. Houk was county agent and during 
the past three years has been under the direction of R. B. Mc- 
Clure. This club has won more champion car loads and grand 
champion individual steers at its state show than any other club 
in the country. The results obtained by members of the Garrard 
County Club have influenced to a large degree the beef cattle in- 
dustry of Garrard and surrounding counties. Through the influ- 
ence of the club activities many of the club members and adult 
farmers of Garrard County have engaged in the breeding of pure 
bred beef cattle. ; 

Garrard County had its first baby beef club in 1923 when 
thirty-eight calves were fed by as many boys and girls. Since that 
time the number of calves fed in the county has increased to as 
high as 160 in 1925 and back to 55 in 1929. During the seven years 
from 1923 to 1929 inclusive, 567 calves have been fed in the county 
by 284 club members and these calves have won a total of $5,862 
in prize money, six silver trophies, two watches, five medals, and 
three free trips to the International Live Stock Exposition at Chi- 
cago. The calves during this period were sold at auction in Louis- 
ville for $77,150. This shows that considerable money has been 
brought into the county by the junior farmers and the boys and 
girls have been greatly benefitted by their experience at the shows 
and the trips they have made in selecting calves and studying the 
methods used by other members of their own club and clubs in 
neighboring counties. ; 4 

The Garrard County calves have been the outstanding exhibit 
at the annual Fat Stock Show at the Bourbon Stock Yards, Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. For five consecutive years, 1924 to 1928 inclusive, 
the Garrard County Calf Club exhibited the grand champion car 
load of cattle at this show. In 1923, and 1929, the Garrard load of 
calves won first in the Junior Club Division and reserve grand 
champion in the open competition. For three consecutive years, 
1926 to 1928 inclusive, a Garrard County Calf Club calf won the 
grand championship for the best single steer in the show and in 
1926 and 1927, a Garrard County calf won the reserve grand cham- 
pionship. Julian Price Bourne fitted and 
exhibited the grand champion single steer

in 1926 and 1927 and ties with E. P. Wood, Jr., of Stanford, Ken- 
tucky, for the honor of fitting the largest number of grand cham- 
pion steers at the show. Young Bourne’s calf sold in 1926 for 
$1.10 a pound and in 1927 for $1.20 a pound. In 1928 Paul Rich 
won the grand champion steer which was sold for 45 cents a pound. 

in addition to the above awards, records show that the Gar- 
rard County Calf Club holds the honor of having never been de- 
feated in the class for the best five baby beeves in the show. Its 
group of five steers won the blue ribbon from 1923 to 1929 in- 
clusive. This class was put in the show in order to give each 
county a fair representation in the show as some counties found 
it difficult to secure enough members to feed more than fifteen or 
twenty calves. It will be seen, therefore, that the Garrard County 
Club calves have been able to successfully meet competition either 
for single calves or in groups up to a car load. 

According to the records of County Agent R. B. McClure, a 
majority of the boys and girls who fed calves during this seven 
year period have made a profit on them. Especially is this true 
where the club members followed the advice and direction of the 
county agent and the specialist from the College of Agriculture. 
There were a few instances where the club members neglected 
their calves or did not follow instructions and as a result they 
reached the show and sale with calves lacking finish and were pen- 
alized accordingly in the sale of the calves. 

As a matter of fact, the baby beef club work was started in 
Kentucky by the Extension Division of the College of Agriculture 
to demonstrate to the adult farmers that beef production would be 
profitable if it were carried on on a sound basis. The club project 
met with considerable opposition from the farmers and parents of 
prospective members for the first year or two until they were con- 
vinced that it was a profitable project. Since that time the club 
work has had the cooperation of farmers in the various counties 
and its growth has been phenominal. 

What factors have caused the Garrard County Baby Beef Club 
to stand out over the others in the State? The two principal rea- 
sons for the Garrard County Club’s success are: The hearty co- 
operation of the adult farmers and business men of the county and 
the fact that they selected one breed and required all members to 
feed calves of this breeding. The parents of the Garrard County 
Baby Beef Club members are as much in-

A Visit to F eed Lots and Breeding Plants 


Always Monday is a busy day around this place. However 
Monday, April 14th, seemed to embrace more than ordinary sig- 
nificance. True there were a lot of things to be done, some of the 
forms for the issue of the 21st had been held open until this morn- 
ing in order to incorporate items of vital importance, among them 
a special announcement from Mr. Bateman from Barrington, IIli- 
nois, who was to contribute the major portion of the cattle to the 
breeders sale to be held at Galesburg on Wednesday, May 7th. This 
item was of major importance because the consignment is to con- 
tain a splendidly bred lot of cattle—such as should be scattered 
broadcast amongst the pure bred breeding herds of the land. 

Oh, there were a hundred and one things that came across the 
desk that morning, all of which had to be disposed of in spite of 
the fact that Jimmie Hollinger’s invitation to spend the week in 
Kansas lay there upon the desk, constantly reminding us that 
Chapman, Kansas, is a right smart distance from Webster City. 
Ten o’clock came, and then noon, and still the desk was littered. 
Finally at two-thirty what remained was carefully stacked on one 
corner to be taken care of by the Associate Editor. The issue came 
forth looking pretty good at that—thanks for good help in a pinch. 

It’s only 330 miles to Kansas City, with gravelled roads and 
paving all the way. “Jack” had been fed up on high test gas and 
was raring to go. A brief message to Secretary ‘Tomhave asked 
him to meet us at the Muhelback hotel next morning at daylight— 
and we were off. 

Iowa had not seen a rain this spring. The ground was in ex- 
cellent condition. Seeding all finished. Plowing for corn well un- 
der way, and on some farms completed. Grass was too short to 
turn the cattle on, and yet there were many cattle feeding in the 
valley pastures especially along the creeks and rivers in the south- 
ern part of the state. Frequently that afternoon men were seen 
“fixing” fences and doing other odd jobs about the place, just 
marking time when the corn planter should go clicking off across 
the clean, rich looking acres. One ambitious farmer down near the 
Missouri line was already at the job—and we are hoping that he 
planted deep enough to prevent the frost from spoiling the expect- 
ed results from his labors. ; 

Now that Iowa is literally alive with road builders it is inter- 
esting to map out a route most any where that will avoid detours. 
Nevertheless the trip south avoided all these side trips—it went 
straight through without a hitch.

Ideal because of the abundance of 
shade and spring water. A deep gully or ravine just back of the 
barn, skirted by trees that were that day coming into leaf, contains 
a large tank into which this spring water is constantly flowin 
clear, sparkling, sweet and satisfying—a great asset to any feedlot 
Over at another barn across the way were found about 300 
head of Aberdeen-Angus steer calves just getting a start in life 
Through their lot runs a nice little creek which furnishes a con. 
stant supply of good clear water. As was true in the first lot here 
we found plenty of self-feeders where the calves could help them- 
selves to the Tarkio mixture. Mr. Schmidt hopes to be able to find 
in this lot a carlot or two that will do to take to the shows next 
winter. If the finish is as good as the start—Tarkio will be there 
In the hill pastures something like 150 head of Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding cows and heifers, all registered, are taking their first 
fills of grass and beginning to find their 1930 calves. This foun- 
dation herd shows the skill of a cowman in its selection. Atop an- 
other hill near the standpipe which supplies water to various parts 
of the big farmstead was a smaller shed, near which the breeding 
herd bulls were stretched upon the grass enjoying a sun bath.

Carriers have shown a general 
desire to cooperate with the Government officials and with ship- 
pers and some carriers have voluntarily provided yards with con- 
crete floors, shelter, and improved facilities for feeding and water. 

Violations are usually the result of lack of interest on the 
part of railroad employees. For the information of persons con- 
cerned with shipments of live stock the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has issued Department Bulletin 589-D, “The 28-Hour Law 
Regulating the Interstate Transportation of Live Stock.” The bul- 
letin contains the provisions of the law and explains them in de- 
tail.

” Business End

The next logical step to take in this story of “The Business 
End of Our Business” is to rate the high scoring sires for the ten 
years covered by the survey. An arbitrary number was chosen 
and all bulls making a total score of this number or over were list- 
ed. The number of points chosen was 100. To score 100 points in 
ten years might seem to be an easy task but there were only 65 


bulls able to go over the line. 


Ranking of the High Sixty-five Sires. 

It is somewhat of a question which is the most desirable way 
to rank sires of prize winners. If you rank them according to av- 
erage score it gives the young bulls and old bulls a more equal 
chance with sires that are at the zenith of their reproductivity at 
Usually sires having a small 
number of entries will have a high average score. The influence 
of such sires is felt through a few superior animals which might 
have a lasting influence upon the breed. On the other hand sires 
making a high total score have a wider influence, especially on 
“The Business End of Our Business.” 
Furthermore, sires of this class, with- 


the time the comparison is made. 


out an exception, have left a few su- 
perior offspring and because of these 
truths greater weight was given to 
total score. However, it was thought 
advisable to give a table ranking the 
sires according to the average score. 
But it will be quickly observed the 
difference in average score was not 
as varied at total score but it present- 
ed an interesting angle and might 
meet the approval of some more fav- 
orably. 

Earl Marshall’s Record Can Not 

Be Duplicated. 

In the writer’s judgment the record 
of Earl Marshall as a sire of prize 
winners cannot be duplicated by any 
other sire of any breed. His phenom- 
inal score of 1436 points surpassed 
his closest competitor by nearly 500 
points, and to make him more re- 
nowned the second prize sire was 
none other than Blackcap Revolution, 
his International grand champion son 
and to further increase his power ov- 
er the breed he placed six other sons 
and three grandsons with another 
grandson missing by one point—Glen- 
carnock Barbaloution. His sons were 
—Blackcap Revolution, Black Mar- 
shall 2nd, Blackeap Bazil, Quality 
Marshall, Excelsior Marshall, Earl 
Marshall J. and Baden Marshall, 
standing second, fourteenth, thirty- 
first, thirty-seventh, thirty-ninth, fif- 
ty-seventh and sixty-second, respect- 
ively. The three grandsons, all of 
whom are sons of Blackcap Revolu- 
tion — Glencarnock Revolution 6th, 
Revelerica, and Glencarnock Revolu- 
tion 10th, ranking twenty-fifth, forty- 
first and forty-ninth, respectively, 
showing a scoring line of descent for 
three generations. It is a known fact 
that Earl Marshall and his descent 
have been fortunate enough to be in 
the hands of master breeders backed 
by a strong line of cows and shown 
extensively. But no one can say that 
they have not taken advantage of 
their opportunities and proven them- 
selves time and time again when the 
acid test was applied.

om begot Egret; Plowman sired Play- 
man of Sunbeam. We have another 
remarkable illustration of three gen- 
erations of bulls able to sire prize 
winners, Ensign of  Glencarnock 
standing nineteenth sired Ensign of 
Page, Black Belzac of Page and En- 
zora’s Ensign of Page, standing twen- 
tieth, twenty-third and_ sixty-fifth. 
Bessie’s Blackcap 3rd of Page was 
sired by Black Belzac of Page. Eric 
3rd of Maisemore and Idyll of Maise- 
more were both grandsons of Ever- 
wise. 

Belmont E. Baron and Baron Black- 
cap 3rd were brothers.

If the breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle will let us know the 
number of calves that they will have avail- 
able this fall it will be a great help in locat- 
ing calves for prospective buyers. We want 
this information from producers of grade 
calves as well as pure bred breeders. This 
list should not be confined to members of 
the Association, but all non-members who 
will have Aberdeen-Angus calves for sale 
should send us the information which we 
desire. If we can have a complete list of 
all available calves for 1930 we can be of 
real service to both buyers and sellers. 

The “Aberdeen-Angus Review” for 1929 
was recently mailed to all members of the 
Association. This booklet contains a lot of 
valuable information concerning the record 
made by Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
the show ring in 1929 and also a 
complete summary of the winiings 
at the International since the estab- 
lishment of the show in 1900. The 
newly adopted score card for Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle is also 
included. Copies of the booklet are 
available for any person desiring 
one. Additional copies will be sent 
to any breeders desiring these for 
distribution among’ prospective cus- 
tomers.

they have encountered difficulties in receiv- 
ing the certificates of registry and transfer 
on breeding cattle purchased. There is noth- 
ing more discouraging to a new breeder 
than to find that after he has purchased 
pure bred cattle not to receive his registra- 
tion papers. Some breeders frequently 
make the statement to the buyers that the 
applications are being delayed in the office. 
This is seldom the case as applications for 
transfer are kept up to date and certificates 
of transfer returned to breeders in less than 
two weeks after they are received in the 
office. Cooperation with the office in send- 
ing in promptly applications for transfer of 
cattle sold will be appreciated. 

Some of our members seem to be misin- 
formed in regard to the use of the special 
railway vouchers issued from the office to 
be attached to bill of lading in shipping 
pure bred cattle in order to secure the one- 
half rate for shipments in less than car- 
load lots. These vouchers are issued from 
the office only upon request when cattle 
have been sold and the name of the buyer 
is given. These vouchers are always sent 
to members the same day that applications 
for same are received so as to cause the 
least possible delay in making shipment of 
the cattle sold. They cannot be sent to 
breeders to be filled out and used when cat- 
tle are sold. 

Registrations, Transfers, New Members. 

A total of 5055 applications for registry 
and 3929 applications for transfer were re- 
ceived during the first five months of the 
fiscal year. This compares very favorably 
with the first five months of 1929 when 
4444 applications for registry and 3209 ap- 
plications for transfer were received. A
